recession of sun and earth as causes 
of the earth ’s magnetic activity. They 
say that the earth ’s magnetism is a 
faithful index to the state of the 
sun, showing regular ebbs and flows 
of the earth s magnetism.

It is very im portant to study the 
earth's variations. 
These are the ba 
sic principles of planetary raeteorolo 
gy.

Bledsoe and J. S. Perry, and con­ 
tinued with this firm for a short 
time.

Two years later, we find him 
city attorney and engaged in the 
newspaper business. 
In 1871. he 
was elected county attorney, and 
the next year appeared for district 
attorney against A. J. Evans, the 
Republican candidate for Recon­ 
struction times, and was elec;ed. 
H e filled thir office for the district 
of Brazos, Burleson 
and 
Milam 
counties until the adoption of the 
constitution of 1876. 
A fter 
the 
adoption of the new constitution, 
he held the office of county attor­ 
ney for Brazos county for two 
terms. 
A fter five years, he was 
elected state senator from the dis­ 
trict of Robertson, I .eon and Bra­ 
zos counties. 
During 
the 
administration of 
Governor Ross, he was appointed 
to the position of district judge for 
the 20th district, the office vacated 
by Judge Collard on his elevation 
to a place on the bench of the 
commission of appeals. 
He con­ 
tinued to fill this office until 1895, 
when he was elected judge cf the 
court of criminal appeals, where 
he served until death summoned 
him away, in the first year of his 
third term.

filtered from the jury room Saturday 
morning and tho opening of court at 
10.30 o'clock was awaited with much 
anxiety.

Never, since the killing of Stanford 
W hite has Thaw spent so restless a 
nizht as he did Friday night, and dur­ 
ing the early hours, of Saturday morn­ 
ing. 
After the tarly hours of Friday 
night Thaw smoked a great deal and 
seem ed to think the Jury would return 
a verdict before midnight. 
W hen he 
learned th e'jjury had failed to agree 
and had been locked up for the night 
becam e restless. 
Although he tried to 
sleep, he was wakeful, and after a doze 
would awake again and ask the war­ 
den for new s of the jury. 
Thaw was taken from the prison to 
tho courtroom at 10:30 o ’clock, but no 
word at that tim e or for an hour there­ 
after cam e rom the juryroom.

I have in mind one particular juror, 
w hose nam;

ed with a member of the prosecution. 
This was especially noticeable at the 
close of Mr. Littleton's address.” 
Justice Dow ling announced he would 
not send for the jury until he received 
som e definite word from them. 
The Jury returned a verdict declar­ 
ing Harry K. Thaw not guilty, on the 
ground of insanity, at the tim e he kill- 
ed Stanford W hite. 
Justice Dowling 
ordered that he be com m itted to tho 
asylum for the crim inally insane at 
Mattawan for

period, 
period. 
Justice Dowling said he deem ­ 
ed Thaw s discharge to be dangerous 
to the public safety. 
At the request of defendant’s coun­ 
sel Justice Dowling delayed execution 
of the order com m itting Thaw to the 
asylum until 3 o'clock, to allow counsel 
to confer as to whether a writ of 
habeas corpus would be sued out to 
have defendant’s sanity tested by a 
com m ission before he w as taken to 
Mattewan. 
Thaw and his wife, the latter bein* 
the only m ember of his fam ily present 
In courtroom when the jury returned 
A verdict after a deliberation of twen 
ty*five hour* Both seem ed pleased aud 
satisfied with the outcom e of the case. 
Thaw stood and sm i.lng’y bowed his 
acknow ledgem ents to the Juorors as 
they filed one by one out of the box. 


District Attorney Jerome also seem ed 
satisfied, as he contended aver since 
the crime was com mitted that Thaw 
m edically, lf not legally w as Insane. 
T haw ’s counsel thanked 
the jurors 
with a hearty hand shake for each one 
of the tw elve.
